Austrian Attacks Continue. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—A dispatch toReu- 
ter’s Telegram company from Vienna 
says: 


“The Servians are in full retreat on 
Kotzieteva and Valjevo, where, according 
to reports from Austrian aviators, am- 
munition and provision cars block ali 
the ways of communication. Four guns, 
fourteen munition cars; and numerous 
prisoners were captured. 

“ The enemy continud’ to retreat from 
Koceljeva and Vaijevo eastward.” 

Another official dispatch from Vienns 
adds: 

“The heights of Misar to the south of 
Shabats were captured Nov. 10, the Aus 
trians forcing the Servians to abandon 
their strongly fortified positions. The 
Austrian line has advanced to the east- 
ward from Losnitsa and Kroupani, and 
continues to move forward. The heights 
to the eastward of Javiata have been 
captured. A total of 28 cannon, 18 ma- 
chine guns, and 4,300 men were captured 
in the operations between Nov. 4and 11.” 


Vail to Kill Enver Pasha. 

PETROGRAD, Nov. 13.—A dispatch 
from Bucharest says there has been a 
revolt of the Constantinople and Adrian- 
ople garrisons. 

Five German officers were killed by a 
bomb in the palace of Enver pasha, the 
minister of war. Enver pasha himself 
was unhurt. 

A letter which was found declared that 
the bomb was meant for the man who 
sold Turkey to Germany. 

An Official statement says: “ Turkish 
torpedo boats have been sighted near 
Soulina on the Biack sea. 


TURES BATTER RUSSIANS. 

BERLIN, Nov. 13.—Included in the in- 
formation given to the press today from 
official quarters is the following: 

** Reporis received here from Constanti- 
nople set forth that the Turkish army in 
the Caucasus is attacking the Russians 
on their second line of defense. An ar- 
tillery engagemem near Koepryory on 
Nov. 8 lasted all day.

£ Rights of Neutral Ships. 
Briefly stated, they are these: 
Neither Great Britain nor any other 
eombatant has any right, under inter- 
national custom, to condemn ship- 
ents any kind, contraband or 
BI rcrwise if destined to a neutral 
port and not consigned for trans- 
shipment to the enemy. 
If Great Britain or any of the com- 
batants can prove, by conclusive evi- 
dence, that cargoes consigned to neu- 
tral ports are really intended to be 
“ transshipped to the enemy, without 
»- Breaking bulk, those cargoes are liable 

to seizure and subject to the action of 
*@ prize court. 

All of the combatants have the right 
to confiscate shipments of contraband 
consigned to enemy ports. If the con- 
traband comprises more than one-half 
of the cargo of the vessel, under the 
terms of the declaration of London, 

_ the vessel as well as the cargo is sub- 
‘ject to confiscation. As the declara- 
tion was never officially approved, the 
‘“eonfigcation of vessels carrying con- 
traband to enemy ports is now a mat- 
ter for prize courts to determine.

crease the tremendous responsibilities of 
local government and those responsibiil- 
ties would demand imperatively increased 
attention to civic duty by all classes of 
citizens. Let a municipality operate all 
its utilities and self-interest will induce 
each citizen to take a more active part 
in the affairs of local government. 

‘The proponent of private ownership 
rails against the labor unions, their con- 
stant demand for better hours, better 
working conditions, better pay. The 
tendency under public ownership, he telle 
us, would be to give heed to these de- 
mands. 

*“*I am one of those who believe in a 
more even distribution of the world’s 
goods than is enjoyed under our present 
system of society. There ia no terror for 
me in the idea that wages of the American 
working man are slowly but surely going 
up, that his hours of labor and his work- 
ing concittons are steadily improving.”’ 

Other recommendations Mayor Harri-

Merriam on Firing Line.

Wilson Wants Economy. 
Some time ago the president asked all 
of his cabinet officers to be careful in pre- 
paring their estimates for the next fiscal 


year. He ordered a vigorous use of the 
pruning knife. It has now been learned 
on the highest authority that he will urge 
congress to be just as guarded in its ap- 
propriations. 

Whether he will go to the extent of urg- 
ing the creation of a budget system or not 
ls as yet undecided. However, he is 
alarmed over the situation, and he may 
do 80. 

Pork Barrel Is Doomed, 

Because of the president's attitude it is 
now practically certain that no great pork 
berrel measures will pass congress this 
winter. It is extremely doubtful if either 
a rivers and harbors measure or a public 
buildings bill will be reported out of com- 
mittee. The president will do his utmost 
to prevent their appearance on the floor 
of the house.

IN PHILIPPINES 
Differences Among Members 
on Legislation May Dis- 
rupt Commission. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

MANILA, Nov. 13.—That the recent 
acrimonious outbursts in the Philippine 
commission have a more serious aide than 
that disclosed by Gov. General Harrison 


when he brought the warring factions to- 
zether in what seems to bea truce, and 
that a smashup in the personnel of the 
commission is inevitable is the opinion 
of high officials here who are familiar 
with the history of the present admin- 
istration. 

Last week's unpleasantries between 
Commissioners Riggs, secretary of com- 
merce and police, and Commissioner 
Mapa, secretary of finance and justice, 
and the strained relations between Sec- 
retary of the Interior Winfield T. Den- 
ison and Commissioner Riggs are only 
the outward manifestations of internal 
dissension which began almost with the 
first session of the present commission 
as the upper house of the Philippine leg- 
islature. 


Clash Over Legislation. 

At that time there developed what was 
then termed “ temperamental’’ differ- 
ences between Gov. Gen. Harrison and 
Commissioners Denison and Riggs over 
certain matters of legislation then before 
the commission, 
Commissioner Tlustre also became in- 
volved in his capacity as committeeman 
in conference with the assembly, when he 
made certain concessions to the lower 
house which were approved, but not con- 
sidered wise by the governor general. 
These differences arose principally over 
appropriation measures, and as the gov- 
ernor general, formerly a member of con- 
gress from New York, was the only 
American member of the commission with 
legislative experience, his opinions gen- 
erally prevailed, leaving a bad taste in 
the mouths of Denison, Riggs, and Ilustre. 
Since that time there have been minor 
clashes between the various members in 
their administrative capacities, which 
have added to the strain until it seems 
certain that a final break is at hand. No 
vital problems of the administration have 
been the subject of these differences, and 
in the main they have passed unnoticed 
by those outside of the immediate depart- 
ments concerned.

I had told his majesty some stories 
about King Edward which amused him, 
and also one'about his father, which he 
had not heard, as follows. The old King 
Christian of Denmark was intensely 
democratic and wished it known that all 
his subjects had the right to approach 
him. This was inconvenient, because in 
his walks he would sometimes be pes- 
tered by beggars. Accordingly, without 
the monarch’s knowledge, measures were 
taken so that ordinarily he was left un- 
molested. One day, however, a very 
humble and poor fellow, who appeared 
to have escaped the vigilance of the pri- 
vate police, managed to find himself in 
the king’s path. The man bowed very low 
and gave unmistakable signs that he 
wished to speak to the monarch.

What baf- 
fied Goethe in the Shakspeare tragedy 
becomes wonderfully clear if you read 
“ Hamlet ” in the light of the new theory. 
Faust, too, and Byron’s Manfred are 
called to the stand to testify to the sound- 
ness of the new bi of genius. 


And what is it? “This, that “ genius is 
love.” Genius is high objectivity, disin- 
terestedness, the forgetting of self, the 
complete absorption of the author, the 
poet, the musician, the scientist, the 
statesman, the orator, in his subject, 
theme, or work. Nay, more. The genius 
does not know that he is so objective and 
engrossed and oblivious of self. Heis un- 
conscious of his virtues, does not even 
account them virtues; he is merely him- 
self; he is simple and single minded by

There is much in the theory—and in the 
work—that is attractive and ingenious. 
But it cannot be said that the author has 
carried us very far toward the solution of 
the problem of genius. His definitions 
would hardly cover certain personalities 
whom the world regards as geniuses—— 
Carlyle, for alain or Napoleon. It is 
easy to say that this or that man is nota 
genius because he does not look for the 
best things in his fellows or in their works, 
but that begs the question. Again the’ 
Hamlet mystery remains as mysterious 
as ever in spite of the discovery that the 
prince was a genius and an idealist whom 
depravity and moral ugliness shocked 
and unsettled. If the situation was too 
terrible even for a genius, then what help 
do we get from the theory? If Hamlet 
was not enough of a genius to cope with 
evil and treachery and to allow for human 
weakness and brutality and lust, then the 
explanation of his “ double failure” is 
really his lack of genius.

“We all agree,” he went on, “ that 
ms far as possible the children made 
fatherless and homeless by the war 
should be kept at home to help build up 
their respective fatherlands.

“But in Belgium already—and as the 
war continues it will be increasingly 
true in other lands—it will not be possi- 
ble to give proper care and proper rear- 
ing to many of the little ones. They will 
le both parents, their homes and prop- 
erty will be destroyed, their surviving 
relative: will be overburdened, even the 
gevernments will be too busy with war 
to provide accommodations for their care. 

“We hear from eyewitnesses heart 
moving stories of small children found 
wandering about the countrys, terrified 
out of their senses, cut off entirely from 
relatives or even friends. We know that 
lmndreds of thousands of refugees al- 
ready are swamping the resources of 
neighboring peoples. And as the war 
goes on we know this strain and this 
great army of homeless women and cbil- 
dren will increase. ; 
s“It seems to me the work which 
faz Trisune has undertaken is a work 
of absolute necessity. 


Necessary for Certificate. 

“There are, of course, great difficul- 
ties in the way. It will be necessary to 
get the codperation and assistance of the 
foreign authorities. It will be neces- 
sary to secure a legal certificate from the 
surviving parent, guardian, or next of 
kin of each of the children who are 
brought to the United States. 

“It. may be necessary to secure some 
Modification or suspension of the rules 
governing the admittance of immigrants. 
Before the courts will give a child to any 
family for adoption or even for a tem- 
porary asylum they must be convinced 
the home is a proper one and that the 
child will be given’proper care and edu- 
cation. That will require a considerable 
amount of expert preliminary investiga- 
tots. 


How Children Are Placed. 
“The Juvenile court act also provides 
that so far as practicable each child 


shall be placed in a family which belongs 


to the same religious faith as the parents 
@ the child. That will give an oppor- 
tunity for people of all religious faiths to 
five a home to children,of their own 
faith, and, perhaps, of their own blood. 
“The children brought from Europe 
will have to be properly clothed for the 
long voyage, and they will require ex- 
Pert care and attention from the time 
they leave Europe until and after they 
Mach Chicago. 
““There are great difficulties in the 
May of the success of the plan, but the 
M®ergency which exists is still greater. 
“I do not believe that any official will 
Mend on technicalities when the well 
being and the lives of innocent little chil- 
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dren are concerned. And so I believe 
that the plan will succeed.” 

Meanwhile the letters from families 
in Chicago and al] the country who 
are anxious to give temporary or per- 
manent homes to the war orphans, con- 
tinue to come in by the hundred. To- 
day a start will be made in sending 
out application blanks to be filled in 
by those who already have written. 
The number is so large that the work 
probably will take several days. But 
those who receive them greatly will 
facilitate matters by filling out the 
blanks and returning to Tue Trisune 
War Orphan bureau with as little de- 
lay as possible, 

As fast as they are received they 
will be classified and turned over to the 
various children’s home finding asso- 
ciations for investigation and report. 
Only those on whom the report is fa- 
vyorable will be considered. 

A number of little groups of women 


‘have written to inquire what they’ can 


do in a quiet way to assist the plan for 
finding homes for the war orphans. It

to come to America will need plenty 
of warm and comfortable clothing.

Farm Homes to Children 
They Will Adopt, 


THEIR LIVES NOW EMPTY

This must be a tale without names. But 
it is not without point. Why it is with- 
out names will be obvioua to those who 
read. The point is that the idea is worth 
emulating. 

Yesterday two bachelors announced it 
was one of the great desires of their lives 
to be surrounded by children. Neither 
bachelor knows the other and neither 
bacheior knew the other had confided 
this degire. Both are men of means and 
good position. Why they have not mar- 
ried and reared families of their own was 
not included in the confession but with 
one, at least, the answer is given in part, 
no doubt, by the fact that he has helped 
rear and educate younger brothers and 
sisters. They are now able to care for 
themselves. 


Sees Ragamuffins at Play. 

“On my way down to my office every 
morning I pass a school located in the 
poorer section of the city,” the bachelor 
said. “I look out of the car window 
to see the littie boys and girls—ragamuf- 
fins, most of them—at piey in the dirt and 
the grime of the city. They bear every 
evidence of tenements’ malnutrition. 

“Perhaps because I have watched 
these youngsters daily and because I 
always have been much interested in 
children, I have been evolving a plan of 
my own. It ia not philanthropic. It ts 
too nearly selfish for that. I want the 
association of children. I do not believe 
any lfe is balanced without that asso- 
ciation. 

‘My idea—and my hope—is some time 
to gather together a family of four or 
five boys and girls, get a nice home in 
one of the suburbs, employ a good, wise 
woman to take charge, and give those 
boys and girls an opportunity te play 
in clean dirt. 


Wants Good Farm Food. 

“Y would place in charge a woman who 
at least is as well acquainted with and 
will give the children as good, developing 
food as theaverage farmer gives his pigs! 

‘* My thought, of course, is the adoption 
of a family. I want to educate the chil- 
dren end keep them until they are ready 
to go out for themeelves. I have some 
theories I would enjoy Working out and 
that cannot be done with just a tem- 
porary tamity. .The war undoubtedly 
will leave many orphans in ite wake. It 
would be a great pleasure to become the 
means of saving these children for the 
future ahd helping them to become the 
citizens their parents might have wished.” 


Farm Awaits Two Orphans, 

The other bachelor, perhaps, is more 
greatly blessed in wordly goods. He al- 
ready owns a farm and there are awaiting 
the boy and the giri—brother and sister— 
he would like to take, several hundreds 
of chickens, cows, pigs, horses to ride, 
and all kinds of animal pets. There isa 
kind and capabie middie aged couple 
without children tn charge of the farm— 
just a few hours’ ride from the city. 

“tt ike young life about me,” this 
bachelor explains. “I am not at the 
farm a great deal—usually just over 
Sunday—but I’ve always felt it would be

REPORTER SEES HOMES. 


St. Charles, Ill., is a little manufactur- 
ing town only a littl more than an hour's 
ride west of Chicago. It probably has 
more Belgians in proportion to its popu- 
lation than any other town in the world 
outside of Belgium itself. In a long row 
of neat cottages a block or so away from 
the Moline Malleable Iron works you 
can't find a single home that hasn't at 
least one little Belgian in it; most of 
them have a good many more. 

The Belgian row has not the down at 
the heels quality that so many factory 
neighborhoods are born with and so many 
more acquire. [t breathes an atmosphere 
of decency. The Belgian families are 
moving away from the low land along- 
side of the factory and are building their 
now houses up on the hls. 


Reporter Goes to See “Kids,” 

A reporter for Tue TRIBUNE went out to 
St. Charles yesterday to “ see what the 
Belgian kids look like,”’ and “ try to get 
a line on how the Belgian orphans might 
get along over here.” 

After a mile hike down into the valley 
to the mill the reporter told the superin- 
tendent he wanted to talk to some Bel- 
gians: and see the interior of a number of 
Belgian homes. The superintendent spent 
ten minutes saying the Belgians were the 
best laborers to be had, the soberest, and 
the most frugal, and then he referred to 
‘our Mr. de Bruyne,"’ the foreman of the 
mold making department. 

Phillip de Bruyne is a well knit man 
of medium height. He hasa keen eye and 
an engaging manner. He speaks English 
without the suggestion of an accent, 
though he was a lad of 10 years when he 
was brought to America. He is 28 years 
old. :

CONVICT WOMEN 
IN MURDER CASE 


Jurors Find Pasqualine 
Forte, Daughter and Son 
Guilty of Slaying. 


LONG RECORD BROKEN, 


The apparent precedent laid down by 
Cook county juries by which eighteen 
women accused of murder have gone free 
in recent years was upset by a jury in 
Judge McDonald's court yesterday, 

After deliberating for only one hour and 
fifteen minutes, the jury returned verdicts 
finding Mrs. Pasqualina Forte of 980 Hope 
street and her 17 year old daughter, Anna, 
guilty of manslaughter in connection with 
the death of Antonio Morasco, a former 
suitor of the girl. Pasquale Forte, 21 
years old, a son, was found guilty of mur- 
der for the same crime. Morasco was 
beaten to death with a hatchet in front of 
the Forte home on the morning of April 


29, 1918. 


Son Given 14 Years. 

The son’s punishment wes fixed et four- 
teen years in prison. The punishment of 
the women was not specified by the jurors, 
but under the law the court may sentence 
them to the penitentiary from one year to 
life. If they are sent to the penitentiary 
they will be the first to go from Chicago 
in recent years on a charge of taking 
human life.

“ Without referring to the meritsof this 
particular case, it is refreshing at least 
to find that there are twelve men who 
are willing to believe that a woman may 
be guilty of murder and, if so, should be 
punished for it,” said State’s Attorney 
Hoyne. “ For years women have been 
committing murder left and right and 
juries have been turning them loose just 
asfast. _: 

“ This probably will act asa deterrent to 
other women who have murderous desires, 
Probably théy will think twice before 
they take human life.” 

“Tt was a surprise verdict to every- 
body,” said Mr. Borelli. “The attitude 
of the prosecutor was the same as at 
the first trial and I do not think that any 
higher court will uphold such « verdict.

At8o'clo#” 
tonight, the time limit for registration 
of candidates for the presidency, there 
was found to be no opposition to Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw and she will be reélected 
by acclamation. 

There had been considerable opposition 
to Dr. Shaw, but the only woman who 
appeared to have a chance to win was 
Mrs. Desha Breckenridge of Kentucky.

** That the congressional committee give 
out information and suggestions for con- 
gressional work in any state only through 
the machinery established for congres- 
sional work by the state associations or 
the majority of state associations of that 
state, who shal) determine how this ma- 
terial shall be used.

For Anthony Proposition. 

A substitute motion, offered immediate- 
ly by Mrs. Raymond Brown of New York.

association shall be to support by every 
means within its power in the futurejas 
in the past, the amendment known asthe 
Susan B. Anthony amendment; and, 
further, that we support such other legis- 
lation ase the national board may author- 
ize and initiate to the end that the Susan 
B. Anthony resolution may become law.” 

Mrs. Barton Jenks of Rhode Island 
moved to strike out the last sentence of 
Mre. Brown’s substitute. 

“ My idea of the object of this associa- 
tion,” Mre. Medill McCormick of Chicago 
said, “is that we want te pass national 
legislation to give women the ballot. 
Among the ways open to us to obtain 
the votes are to secure the passage of the 
Bristow-Mondell resolution, which is 
similar to the resolution drafted fifty 
years ago by Susan B. Anthony, and 
which requires ratification by thirty-six 
states to become effective; to pass the 
Shafroth amendment, which provides for 
submitting the suffrage question to the 
voters of each state through initiative

Illinois clubwomen today adopted a fash- 
ion ideal.

in America.’ 

Adoption of this standard concluded the 
convention of the Illinois Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in session here. The 
delegates were so busy considering such 
subjects as child labor, public health, and 
war thet fashion was almost forgotten. 

The original resolution indorsing the 
Fashion Art league of Chicago was read 
by Mre. Minne Starr Grainger of Bel- 
videre. . 

Substitute Is Offered. 

Mra. Francis D. Everett of Highland 
Park offered a substitute. 

“This federation dhould only express 

general principles,” she said. “We 
shouldn't bind ourselves to anything spe 
cific, especially in the matter of style.” 
There was applause and Mrs. Everett's 
resolution was passed by a unanimous 
vote. It follows: 
“ Resolved, That this convention, in 
full recognition of the rights and privi- 
leges of the individual, places itself on 
record as in favor of simple, becoming, 
and modest designs in woman's clothes 
and approves the movement for styles of 
dress designed by Americans.” 

One delegate pointed out after the meet- 
ing that the resolution is so “ genera! "’ 
that it will not prevent the most conscien- 
tious club woman from wearing Parisian 
creations if she chooses. 


Mrs. Zimmerman Elected. 

The report of the tellers showed that 
Mrs. Charies H. Zimmerman of Chicago 
was elected president by a majority of 
four votes. Mrs. Zimmerman received 
298 votes, while Mra. Howard T. Willson 
of Virden was credited with 280. The 
other officers elected were:

Debate on War Resolution. 
The liveliest debate of the day was 
aroused by a resolution opposing “ all 
war.” 

“I'm against the idea of peace at any 
price,” said Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles 
of Chicago. “ Think of little Belgium 
defending itself. Are we opposed to that? 
Let’s say we are opposed to all wars of 
aggression.” 

“TI can’t accept the amendment,” Mrs. 
John Robinesaid. ‘ With am internation- 
al peace force, wars of any kind won't be 


neceseary. 

“ Well, I know we won't let any nation 
walk over us," asserted Mra. Wiles. Her 
amendment was lost, 142 to 158. The reso- 
bution provides for the circulation of a 
“monster peace petition.” 

There was a division of opinion with re- 
spect to the “ umjt system " of vocational 
training, but it was finally indorsed. 


Other Resolutions Adopted. 
Other resolutions adopted were: 
Petitioning the legislature to abolish 

hanging and to substitute life imprison- 
ment or electrocution. 

Recommending a pension and insurance 
fund for school teachers. 

Urging that child labor under the age 
of 16 years be made unlawful. 

Indorsing the movement for the pres- 
ervation of Niagara Falls and protesting 
against the spoll banks along drainage 
canals in Illinois. 

Advocating that the tuberculin test of 
all cows in the state be made compulsory. 

Recommending that the various clubs 
coJperate in Red Cross work and also 
give aid to unemployed girls. 

One resolution aimed at polygamy was 
referred to the executive board for con- 
sideration. The measure originated with 
the Presbyterian church and calls on con- 
greas to pass a federal law regulating 
marriage.

LM. Walker Urges Jall Sen- 
fence for Men Who Wil 
Not Pay Assessments. 


SPEAKS BEFORE SUFFRAGISTS 


' Julius Roserwald was called “the big- 
gest tax dodger in Chicago ” by Assistant 
State's Attorney Irwin M. Walker mm - 
speech on “ Taxation” before 300 mem~ 
bers of the woman’s party of Cook evun- 
ty at a luncheon in the Hotel La Salle 
yesterday. Mr. Walker said that for «uch 
violations as those he alleges were com- 
mitted by Mr. Rosensvald the law should 
provide a jail sentence. 

Mr. Rosenwald was told over the tele 
phone thet Assistant State's Attorney 
Irwin M. Walker said he ought to be ia 
jail for tax dodging. 


Mr. Rosen 

“ That question is being settled in the 
courts,” sald Mr. Rosenwald “I have 
nothing to aay. Naturally I don’t agree 
that I should be in jail.” 

“In 1911 Mr. Rosenwald scheduled 
$110,000 personal property,’’ sald Attor- 
ney Walker. “In 1912, $125,000; in 1913, 
$500,000; in 1914, after State's Attorney 
Hoyne got behind him, he admitted hold- 
ing 147,701 shares of Seara- Roebuck stock, 
valued at $25,100,170. For this violation 
he is now being prosecuted and the case 
is pending before Judge Owens. 

“The law provides a fine of not more 
than $200 for such a violations That’s a 
drop. in the bucket. We need a stricter 
law and also a jail sentence should be 
attached for such violations. 


Three Taxing Bodies. 

“ The three taxing bodies are the board 
of assessors, board of review, and board 
of equalization. 

“No taxes are paid on bonds and mort- 
geges hidden in vaults in a multitude of 
cases. Stock in foreign corporations te 
more than $100,000,000 escapes taxation 
in Cook county. I challenge any member 
of the board of review to give a valid 
reason why this stock should éscape. The 
board of review ignored the fact that Mr. 
Rosenwald owned stock in foreign cor- 
poratione and other personal property in 
Cook county.”’ 


Rosenwald Assessment Cut. 

“In 1914 the board of assessors taxed 
Mr. Rosenwald on $2,500,000 and the board 
of review reduced it to $1,255,458. It is 
such tax dodgers that Mr. Hoyne is de- 
termined to force to contribute to the 
maintenance of schools and city revenues 
as they should. 

“ There were 16,000 violations of the law 
in 1912-'13. A. Hess, a jeweler, has $12,000 
in personal property, according to reports 
of our fieti men. His schedule showed 
$275. He admitted his guilt. He said he 
paid a man five years ago, who agreed to 
‘fix’ things for him, and we find he was 
scratched off the tax lists. 


Instances of Graft. 

“We have cases of clerks in the offices 

of the board of review who have collected 
graft—as much as $150 in one case—to 
scratch a name off the tax lists.”
